li the more placid days of peace there was a certain 

cleavage within the architectural profession as to the 
direetion in which we should look for inspiration in design. 
At one extreme were those who thought that the common 
sense of building had already been explored to its inner- 
most recesses, and that design was thus inevitably inspired 
by the traditional usages of the builders of history. At 
the other extreme were those who felt that civilisation 
had opened an entirely new chaper, and that the paramount 
facts of the age were the discoveries which science had 
revealed, to change the face of human habit. Between the 
two were a comparatively few level-headed men who saw 
more clearly that life just goes on, picking up fresh ideas 
and carrying on with many old ones, so that changes of 
habit come gradually with no great shock to the older folk, 
and with no very irksome restraint to the younger. 

The outcome of differences which seem so irreconcilable 
when viewed from the opposite ends of the scale thus resolves 
itself into a very tolerable human pattern in which the 
wordy warfare, which is the meat of conviction, remains 
unbitter and bloodless. 

To-day, we arrive at a new, though temporary, stage 
in which the difficulties into which science, run amok, 
has landed us can be resolved only with the help of science 
in saner mood. Think as we like that the past was more 
warm and gracious in pattern than the hustled present, 
we know that we shall not survive unless we can find the 
means of doing things tolerably well at a much greater 
speed than we were able to contrive by old and tried 
methods. So we enter a period in which men who once 
thought themselves diametrically opposed in thought 
find themselves side by side in a common purpose, one 
faction finding a certain satisfaction that the cause they 
have preached for decades appears now to be justified, 
the other entering upon the task with a certain distaste, 
buoyed up with the thought, fathered by the wish, that 
this is a temporary embarrassment which must quickly 
give way to a more placid order. 

There is a risk to architecture from both sides. From 
one we are threatened by such an orgy of “newness” 
that our old England may be swamped with it, and, from 
the other, men doing things in which they have no faith 
can also do untold harm. The title of the latest of the 
“ Post-War Building Studies ” to be published (price 2s. 6d.) 
by H.M. Stationery Office for the Ministry of Works, 
‘The Architectural Use of Building Materials,” thus makes 
a very timely arrival to suggest a common-sense basis 
for the familiar and unfamiliar tasks which the architect 
has to undertake at high pressure during the time of urgent 
need upon which we have entered. 

This publication follows the high tradition and standard 
which its 17 predecessors have set up, and it deserves the 
highest praise both for its style and make-up and for the 
instructive substance of which it has been built. It 
adopts a model for the proper approach to the architectural 
problem by the glances back and forward which it takes, 
and without which no architect can set his course. 

It adopts no rigid party attitude to materials by favouring 
hose which have been blessed by history or those which 


the cunning of scientists have brought to the fore, and, as 
a consequence, the illustrations, which show on one page 
the textures of stone rubble, diapered brickwork and flint, 
and on another bush-hammered concrete and concrete 
laced with tiled courses, offer not so much the contrasts 
of opposing creeds as the wealth of alternative methods, 
each suitable to its purpose. When we can read history 
like this, as a continuous process of which we are still 
a part, we experience a sense of heightened dignity to 
reinforce the designer at his task. 

Perhaps the most remarkable feature of the publication 
is that neither the modernist nor traditionalist reading it 
can find either cause for offence nor reason for elation at 
scoring over his fellows.. The balance of judgment has 
been adjusted to a nicety by men of an orderly frame of 
mind, among whom are some well-known figures, 

The chairman of the committee which was. given the 
task of treating the subject is Mr. Edward Maufe. Those 
who have seen his Guildford Cathedral in the making, 
and who have heard him explain its conception, will 
understand the quality of leadership which has led up 
to the result. There is perhaps no more difficult task than 
the blending of ancient tradition with the living present 
as in a modern cathedral, and at Guildford it has been 
performed with great skill and success. Much of. this 
success has come from a skilful use of materials, whether 
in the modern brickwork, which differs so little from ancient 
brickwork, or in the surface treatment of concrete, for 
which no precedent exists to help. 

It is natural that a considerable section of the book 
should be devoted to the treatment. of external finishings, 
for architecture is one of the visual arts and the surface 
is the dominant part of its conception. Until we have 
learned methods by which concrete can be readily made 
an interesting material in appearance as well as in adapt- 
ability, suitable renderings will continue to be an im- 
portant part of concrete design. The surface treatment of 
all framed construction is also decisive. 

The factors of surface treatment are weatherproofing, 
resistance to erosion, economy, and pleasantness of colour 
and texture. Of these, probably texture holds the place 
of honour, for, whereas colour, can be applied, texture 
remains almost a part of the structure. There are many 
valuable notes upon this subject which deserve the closest 
study, especially the close relationship between interest of 
texture and the efficacy of the result. In particular may 
be noted the lack of interest im smooth unbroken surfaces, 
and their liability to crack and craze, with inevitable failure 
as @ protective finish. 

We have no hesitation in recommending to our readers 
the study of this thoughtful little text-book, for it de- 
servedly ranks as such. There is every temptation at the 
present time to take risks and claim justification from the 
pressure of'circumstances ; or to refuse adventure because 
of risks which thought can reduce to manageable terms, 
Such books as this do much to show the way towards the 
reasonable approach to sound:building in unfamiliar media, 
and. we would do well to apply {the architect’s test of 
method to means as we enter upon one of the most porten- 
tous periods in architectural history.

Housing Production Executive. 

A Hovsinc Propucrion Execvrive, 
consisting of five Ministers—Mr. Bevan 
(Health), Mr. Isaacs (Labour), Mr. Wilmot 
(Supply), Mr. Tomlinson oie) and 
Mr. Westwood (Secretary for Scotland)— 
has been set up by the Government with 
the purpose of co-ordinating the work of 
their Departments in the production of 
houses. Mr. Bevan is chairman. 

Mr. A. A. Saunders, former Director- 
Genera] of Housing Supplies (and, during 
the war, Co-ordinator of Radio ‘Produc. 
tion), has been appointed Co-ordinator of 
Housing Production. He will obtain from 
each Department information on housing 
requirements as they affect labour and 
materials, phasing and progress, and he 
will draw early attention to likely short- 
ages and will suggest remedies or alterna- 
tives, 


Building Materials Distribution Inquiry. 

Tue Minister of Works has appointed 
an independent Committee, with the 
following terms of reference: ‘‘ To exam- 
ine the organisation and methods of dis- 
tribution of building materials and 
components with particular reference to 
cost and efficiency, and to make recom- 
mendations.’’ Sir Ernest Simon _ has 
consented to act as chairman, and the 
other members will be Sir Sam Brown, 
solicitor, Professor Arnold Plant, econo- 
mist, and Mr. R. E. Yeabsley, accountant. 

The. Committee are proposing to invite 
representative bodies of builders’ merch- 
ants, manufacturers and purchasers of 
building materials to submit evidence to 
the Committee. Any communications 
concerning the work of the Committee 
should be addressed to the Secretary at 
the Ministry of Works, Lambeth Bridge 
House, 8.E.1. 


Sir Percy Thomas. 

Tue retiring president of the R.I.B.A., 
Sir Percy Thomas, entertained the staff 
of the R.I.B.A. at a party on Tuesday, 
June 18. To the staff especially his retire- 
ment brings a very real sense of personal 
loss. ‘During his five years as president 
he has taken a very keen interest in every 
member of the staff. His personal contact 
with them has resulted in a very happy 
atmosphere of pleasant collaboration. In 
particular, these ties were strengthened 
during the difficult war years, and the ease 
with which the Institute was able to 
re-absorb those returning from war ser- 
vice was, in large measure, due to this 
co-operative spirit. 

To. wish Sir Percy good luck, but not 
goodbye, he was presented by the staff 
with two books and a pen. Later, the 
senior members of the staff entertained 
the president to a theatre and supper 
afterwards.

“** Design of Houses ”’ Exhibition. 

A ‘‘ Desien or Houses ’’ exhibition, 
constructed so that it forms a compact 
unit which can be conveniently sent on 
tour, is being offered on loan free of charge 
by the Ministry of Health to local housing 
authorities throughout England and Wales. 
It has been planned to explain to the 
general public the main recommendations 
made in the Housing Manual, 1944, on de- 
sign, layout and space standards. 

The exhibition is a self-contained dis- 
lay, but the Ministry has suggested to 
ocal authorities that it can be used most 
effectively as a ‘‘ background ’’ to a local 
exhibition which shows models, plans or 
sketches of the actual houses being built 
by the local authority. In this way the 
public will be able to see how the local 
council, in the light of the Ministry’s 
general recommendations, is trying to get 
a design and layout which suits local con- 
ditions and needs; and visitors to the 
exhibition will be invited to put forward 
comments and suggestions. 

Six sets are available for loan. So far 
87 local authorities have applied to borrow 
the display to supplement the local exhibi- 
tions they are organising. 
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Peace-Time Uses for A.R.P. Material. 


An exhibition, organised by the Home 
Office, of peace-time uses for ‘‘ Ander- 
son’’ and ‘‘ Morrison’’ shelters is now 
on view at the National Theatre site, 
South Kensington. Much ingenuity, clearly 
the result of a ‘‘ Meccano’’ upbringing, 
is displayed in the re-use of these insignia 
of passive defence, though we cannot 
commend all the constructional flights of 
fancy which are on view. The idea, for 
instance, that owners of houses should 
apply sections of Anderson shelters to the 
purpose of door canopies is ingenuity ran 
riot, while the thought of sections of 
shelters and static water tanks going 
down through the years as garden huts 
and garages is not lightly to be borne. 
ipolienty must surely be tempered by 
discretion, and many of these weapons of 
defence would surely be better if beaten 
into ploughshares. 

With these reservations, there is much 
of interest in the exhibition. Water 
towers, cart sheds, implement. sheds (illus- 
trated) and other buildings for agricultural 
uses are among the most successful. The 
road-side shelter (illustrated) is quite 
attractive, too, though all these structures 
would require periodic painting for pro- 
tection. Other exhibits wil be the 
poultry-farmer’s delight, but not ours, or, 
we believe, anyone’s who has a care for 
the appearance of the countryside. Except 
for a few of the uses proposed, these 
shelters, which have honourably done their 
duty in the war, deserve decent interment 
in the melting-pot. Why not accord them 
that dignity?

There are de- 
velopment plans, with illustrations, of 
Ashiord, Coventry, Durham, Exeter, Man- 
chester, Norwich and Plymouth, historical 
examples of town-planning, including 
Regency London and Bath, and maps and 
other planning data.

England’s Oldest Garden. 

ARCHITECTURAL sight-seeing was an 
attraction at the party in College Garden 
—England’s oldest garden—given on June 
13 to celebrate the return of Westminster 
School after six years’ evacuation. The 
Garden has not been built on since 1065, 
when Edward the Confessor’s Abbey was 
completed. Thanks to well-sited architec- 
tural and historical notes specially placed 
on the various School buildings thrown 
open for the afternoon, guests were able 
to enjoy informative strolls which brushed 
up their history by a study of architec- 
ture. Among the historic buildings on 
view were Ashburnham House, whose 
Inigo Jones interior is now known all over 
the world as the war-time Churchill Club ; 
College Dormitory, the Wren facade of 
which is intact, though the interior was 
gutted in the 1940 blitz; College Hall, 
whence the younger of the “ Little Princes 
in the Tower’’ was taken away to his 
death in 1483; and No. 17, Dean’s Yard, 
former home of famous clerics, which has 
been presented to the School by the 
Westminster School Society. 

Guests showed great interest in the link 
extinguishers outside 17, Dean’s Yard. 
They are the last to be used in London, 
King’s Scholars having snuffed their 
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torches in them after conducting the 
King and Queen to the Latin Play in 
1937.

Photographic Records in Berks. 

Tue fifth annual report of the Berkshire 
Architectural Records Committee covers 
the period from January 1 to December 
31, 1945, and states that in the five years 
in which the Committee has been function- 
ing it has received 5,317 different photo- 
graphs and 1,801 negatives and also the 
Taunt Collection of about 1 ,050 negatives. 
The result is that Berkshire now has a 
collection of local views such as 
possessed by few other counties. The 
local historical value of the collection is 
being realised and it has been consulted 
several times recently by inquirers. 

With regard to the position generally, 
there is still much photographic recording 
waiting to be done. At the end of 1945 
no photographs had been received of 17 
parishes in the county, and of many others 
only a small number had been sent in. 
The Committee again expresses its thanks 
to the various societies and helpers to 
—_ assistance the success of the work 
is due.

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DEVASTATION IN GREECE 


The following article on the state of Greece and the measures necessary for 
reconstruction has been based on reports prepared for the Greek Government 
by Mr. P. A. Sakellarios, a young Greek architect, who was recently in 


London at the instance of the British Cowncil. 


The article gives some picture 


of the scale of the work of reconstruction that faces Greece. 


A montH or so ago the office of 
Under-Secretary of State for Recon- 
struction was founded for the purpose 
of undertaking the reconstruction of 
Greek towns and villages, of dwellings, 
shops, factories and farms that cover 
the whole country with their ruins. 


The Under-Secretary of State for Re- 
construction undertook the heavy task 
of the chief responsible executive for 
the reconstruction of the country, fully 
aware of the magnitude of the problem, 
but also of its importance, for, if in 
other countries reconstruction is neces- 
sary to raise the financial and educa- 
tional standard, for Greece it means 
existence itself. 

During the past few months officials 
of all the relevant Greek Ministries and 
organisations that may have any say 
in the matter, helped by a large staff 
of technical experts of the Under- 
Secretary’s office for Reconstruction, 
have laboured to reach definite conclu- 
sions as to the amount of building 
reconstruction that has to be done. 
These conclusions have been drawn 
from special investigations started dur- 
ing the occupation and continued to 
the present day by the Ministry of 
Public Works (through the county engi- 
neers and seventy architects and civil 
engineers who for two months studied 
a ruined district each), the Ministry of 
Agriculture (through its agricultural 
services), the Ministry of Assistance 
(through engineers, heads of communi- 
ties and centres of assistance), the Bank 
of Agriculture (through its technical 
service), and the Red Cross (through 
groups of doctors, sociologists, etc.). 


The Scale of Destruction. 

The committee, which was constituted 
of representatives of the above-men- 
tioned ministries, organisations and the 
U.N.R.R.A., came to the following con- 
clusion :— 

Totally and partially destroyed dwell- 
ings and those that suffered various 
damages are divided into the following 
categories :— 





Rural Urban 

(1) Totally ruined ... 118,000 37,500 

(2) Partially ruined... 16,000 25,500 
(3) With few damages 

and in bad repair 787,000 737,000 

Totals . 921,000 800,000 








These figures should be reduced to a 
common unit to illustrate their true 
significance. The best unit is that of 
the typical average Greek dwelling- 
house. An agricultural building corre- 
sponds to such a unit, whereas an 
urban building corresponds to two 
units. A partially ruined building 
corresponds to 50 per cent. of a whole 
building, and general wear or small 
damage corresponds to 12 per cent. of a 
whole unit, as resulted from the investi- 
gations and estimates made. The 
figures mentioned above, reckoned in 


units of average Greek dwellings, 
become : — 


Rural Urban 

(1) Totally ruined ... 118,000 75,000 

(2) Partially ruined... 8,000 25,500 
(3) With few damages 

and in bad repair 94,000 88,500 

Totals . 220,000 189,000 








These losses of the building wealth of 
the country represent a value of 61,350 
millions pre-war drachme, or, if 
reckoned at the present cost of build- 
ing in Greece, 6,135,000 millions of 


_present-day drachme. 


The Work Ahead. 

This widespread damage has re- 
sulted in:— 

(a) Loss of Capital. The country 
has lost in buildings a national revenue 
equa] to a full year’s pre-war work of 
the whole population, or two years’ 
poat-war work. That is, the whole 
Greek population would have to work 
for two years now, spending nothing, 
not even for food, to rebuild the ruined 
buildings, or the whole national 
budget for 10 years would have to be 
applied to this purpose alone. 

(b) Reduction of Production. The 
peasants have abandoned their vil- 
lages, thus considerably decreasing 
agricultural production. In the case 
of certain produce, e.g., tobacco, lack 
of the necessary buildings for storing, 
drying and preparing it has resulted 
in an average decrease in quality up to 
75 per cent. The decrease in produc- 
tion is also affected by the destruction 
of 15,000 shops, handicraft and indus- 
trial installations. 

(c) Housing Problem. 234,000 Greek 
families are housed under the worst 
possible conditions. 

(d) Health Problem. Diseases are 
overrunning the country and deaths 
are on the increase from lack of hous- 
ing. Sufferers from tuberculosis have 
been doubled in number and children 
in ruined districts show similar signs 
to those exhibited by the children of 
Athens during the year of starvation. 
It is certain that the reason lies chiefly 
in malnutrition and lack of housing. 
The second factor is not without im- 
portance for it brings about the first.

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(e) Concentration in Cities. The 
population of large centres has in- 
creased considerably. There are still 
about 80,000 inhabitants from the 
country left in Athens and 35,000 in 
Salonika, of which the major part can- 
not return home as there are no homes 
for them to return to. Conditions are, 
however, much worse in the smaller 
centres of Northern Greece, in which 
al] peasants of the ruined villages have 
sought refuge; particularly is this so in 
Drama and Verria. 

(f) Abandonment of countryside. 
Peasants are not returning to their 
settlements. The countryside is being 
abandoned permanently, and this is of 
&@ more tragic importance for Northern 
Greece, because whereas the rest of 
the country will be settled again the 
zone along the frontier will not. 


Hospital Requirements. 


With regard to the measures that 
are being adopted to meet the clinical 
and urgent hygienic requirements of 
Greece, it should be recalled that in 
the last years before the war a full 
programme was established in order to 
cover the great hygienic requitre- 
ments in buildings throughout Greece 
by erecting hygienic institutions of 
every sort. The war interrupted this 
work and owing to the war and the 
occupation the question of facing the 
hygienic needs has become still more 
acute. 

_The Ministry of Hygiene met the 
situation at once after the liberation 
with a complete programme prepared 
during the occupation, which set out 
the requirements, the methods of re- 
construction to be adopted, building 
priority, etc. 

According to this programme repairs, 
transformations and the finishing of 
the existing institutions were to be 
started throughout the country, and 
an attempt was to be made to trans- 
form, by simple constructional works, 
certain public or private buildings 
into temporary hygienic institutions. 

The work began at once in order to 
finish the most advanced of the new 
works half finished in pre-war times, 
and a draft was prepared and action 
taken to secure simple temporary 
clinical huts, established near certain 
functioning institutions in order to in- 
crease the number of available beds. 

Through this programme the prob- 
lem is being dealt with in the most 
speedy and adequate manner to suit 
the current financial and technical 
conditions. 

In carrying oui the work entailed 
by these measures some difficulties 
have been met, the principal one being 
in connection with the adaptation of 
existing buildings, for the existing 
accommodation was already seriously 
inadequate for housing purposes 
alone. In the completion of pre-war 
building work and the erection of huts 
the available stocks of materials in the 
country were found to be inadequate. 
As the need for beds is urgent it was 
attempted to meet requirements by 
importing material and huts from 
abroad. The material for the finish- 
ing of the buildings was ordered 
through UNRRA. 
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Four MILES FROM ATHENS, 
this house stands on a hill 
and has been connected with 
an existing old tower.

THis CowHOUSE AND DartrRy AT 
Three Barrows Farm, Elstead, 
Surrey, were designed to form part of 
a range of farm buildings to be com- 
pleted in the future. The block 
recently built consists of a cow- 
house for 42 cows, with fodder store, 
food-mixing room and dairy. Cow- 
stall fittings for half the total 
number have been installed for the 
time being, the other half being tem- 
porarily used for calf-pens until the 
future buildings have been erected. 

The walls were built with ‘‘ Mid- 
hurst White ” bricks, treated with 
“Stet ”’ on the outside, to provide 
a white interior, with Sussex brick 
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facings to the piers carrying the 
Moreland-Hayne steel roof trusses. 
The roof is covered with asbestos 
sheeting with glazed roof lights in 
each bay. 

The floors and mangers are in 
concrete, specially hardened with 
‘* Sealocrete,” and all laid to slight 
falls to the various channels with 
a special two-way outlet to separate

washing-down water from urine, the 
latter being taken to a large 3,000- 
gallon underground tank for manure 
purposes. 

The metal windows and cowstall 
fittings were by George W. King 
and Co., of Hitchin, and sliding 
door gear by Messrs. P. C. Hender- 
son. Electric lighting and power 
were by Bowden and Higlett, of

Guildford, and ithe milking 
machinery by Manus. The builders 
were Messrs. G. W. J. Eden, Ltd., 
of Aldershot. 

A special point of interest is that, 
in spite of the difficult war con- 
ditions, competitive tenders were 
obtained for the work upon a care- 
fully detailed specification and bill 
of quantities, as a result of which 
the cost was less than 30 per cent. 
above pre-war rates.

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MR. LEWIS MUMFORD ON BRITISH TOWN PLANNING 


LECTURE AT THE TOWN PLANNING 
INSTITUTE 


AppressinG the Town Planning Institute 
on Thursday, June 20, Mr. Lewis 
Mumrorp said he had followed during 
the past six years with increasing interest 
and amazement the bold and challenging 
work in planning that had been done by 
many of the members. 

England had had a great advantage in 
have aoe during the war devastation 
in such a form that it could be recognised. 
Devastation went on in the 19th century 
in England, its fair countryside was 
blighted, its cities became full of what 
Blake called ‘‘ those dark, Satanic mills,”’ 
and the country was suffering every 
moment, but the nation was not conscious 
that devastation had spread over the land. 
To-day England had, as perhaps no other 
country -had had before, an opportunity 
which had arisen out of the ruin of her 
cities. That ruin itself did not destro 
the creative spirit underlying British 
planning work. Rather there had been an 
intensification of vitality and, to a certain 
extent, an arising of the appreciation of 
the beautiful. 

Yet this opportunity which lay before 
the nation also brought with it the danger 
that almost anything that would be done 
by way of planning, housing and civic 
reconstruction would be accepted too 
easily. It reminded him that the late Sir 
Patrick Geddes used to say that port 
cities were usually slums because when 
people had been on the sea for weeks, 
tossed up and down, with bad food and 
other hardships, almost any place looked 
good to them, so long as it was dry! 

There -was another danger, connected 
with housing. It was very possible that 
planners would be more considerate of 
Whitehall and the Borough Councils than 
of the people they were going to house, 
whose lives they were going to determine 
for generations to come. They would be 
tempted to make economies, what the 
author of ‘‘ Cranford’’ called ‘ elegant 
economies.’’ They might tend to forget 
that someone was going to live in those 
houses, somebody was going to beget 
children in them, somebody was going to 
die there and might not even be able to 
die with dignity unless the planners and 
builders built things in a suitable way. 


Danger of Wholesale Solutions. 

There was also the danger of applying 
wholesale solutions of general planning 
problems. He was a great admirer of the 
late Sir Raymond Unwin, but he felt that 
his good solution of not having more than 
12 houses to the acre was a little too auto- 
matically applied. It implied that houses 
would duane be laid out in a certain way, 
that streets would always be so, and 
showed a lack of experiment. He thought 
there were times when you could have 
20 houses to the acre—and even more. As 
a result of wholesale thinking about de- 
tailed problems of planning there had been 
a neglect of other possibilities, of green 
commons and green belts within neigh- 
bourhood units, and even green belts 
around blocks. There had even been 
neglect of planning of allotment gardens. 
Why should not these allotment gardens 
run through towns, why should not they be 
part of the residential green area? 

The other difficulty he saw was the 
tendency for planning only to correct the 
obvious faults, like the absence of sanita- 
tion, the lack of paved streets in the past 
and making possible the free circulation of 
traffic. 

He had heard with great pleasure that 
we were going to house people in fresh 
areas, but even in dealing with fresh areas 
there was a tendency to approach the 


matter with a stereotyped solution which 
was used as if a fault had to be corrected 
instead of a new problem to be solved. 
Planners should ask themselves what kind 
of life they were creating with their plans. 
Looking at the statistics of populati-a in 
the so-called advanced countries, it did 
not seem that life was awfully good for 
babies. The world did not want to see 
England pass away. It did not want the 
disappearance of ‘‘ this happy isle.” ‘The 
question of reproduction was impvrtan 
and involved town planners just as much 
- ogre engaged in medicine or public 
realth. 


Fundamental Human Needs. 

Asking how plannerg could face the 
fundamental human ccs 8 and provide for 
them, Mr. Mumrorp suggested that they 
should begin by following the baby in the 
perambulator. They should follow him 
out of the door to the place where his 
mother had to do ,her daily marketing 
and then to the place (which planners 
might never provide) where she was going 
to meet her friends. Unless planners ha 
provided an environment in which 
sociability would be part of the mother’s 
life, the baby would not grow up happily 
and the temptation of having another 
would never occur to the young wife. The 
baby also needed playing space. Unless 
this was provided the baby was not well 
started in life. The planner had to plan 
in physical terms for every stage of the 
individual’s grouping and every stage of 
the needs of the group. Man was not 
naturally a political animal. He required 
training and discipline in political life. 
He required certain utilities in order to 
live easily with his kind. 

It was also to provide for elements of 
withdrawal from one’s neighbours. People 
could not always live together in groups. 
One of the greatest trials of barrack life 
was the compulsory living together 
throughout the twenty-four hours which 
was inflicted on the men. I[t was not 
enough to mass people together so that 
they could not get away from each other. 
They must have the opportunity of some- 
times obtaining seclusion. 

Mr. Mumrorp thought it was important 
that planners should conceive their plan- 
ning in terms of the fundamental unit, the 
unit that was going to be the basis of the 
amg throughout. That unit seemed to 
1im to be the neighbourhood unit, based 
on families, gardens, schools, shops and 
workshops. 

A heresy he wished to introduce was 
that zoning of a town according to the 
functions to be carried out in the differ- 
ent districts should not be rigid. There 
was a tendency to carry the principle 
of zoning too far, so that the district was 
sterilised for any functions except the one 
for which it had been zoned. The result 
was unnecessary monotony. It was good 
for children to be able to see the carpenter 
at work at his bench without having to 
go out of their way. He would not re- 
gard it as an inviolable rule to zone so 
tightly that you could not interest the 
family life of the community in the other 
activities of the neighbourhood. It might 
be done by allowing a small factory which 
did not employ many people or make 
much noise. The neighbourhood unit 
should be the city writ small and the 
city the neighbourhood unit writ large. 


Relationship of Factory and Home. 

He had a great deal of sympathy with 
the writer of a recent letter to the 
‘«Times,’? who pointed out that in the 
new towns there was too great a tendency 
to put a large factory in such a position 
that the employees could not get home to 
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lunch. It was important that the father 
should have a reunion with his children 
in the middle of the day. Some industria! 
units should be segregated half-a-mile or 
a mile from the centre of the town, but 
he urged in the interests of the life that 
the people were going to lead that this 
matter should be reconsidered, particular! 
in the London area. {[f London were de- 
centralised it might be necessary also to 
decentralise some of the small workshops 
and factories. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Mumford, Mr. Lewis Sitkin, Minister of 
Town and Country Planning, said he had 
been particularly delighted with Mr. 
Mumford’s references to zoning. We 
should begin to think out again some of 
the things we had taken for granted for 
so long. 


Annual General Meeting. 

At the annual general meeting of the 
Institute which preceded Mr. Mumford’s 
address the retiring President (Mr. 
Thomas Sharp) reported that the member- 
ship now stood at 1,850, made up as fol- 
lows : Honorary Members, 42; Honorary 
Associates, 29; Honorary Corresponding 
Members, 2; Members, 304; Legal Mem- 
bers, 49; Associate Members, 964; Legal 
Associate Members, 34; Students, 426. 

During the year 233 new members and 
students had been elected. The first Uni- 
versity degree course in planning to be 
established in this country had been insti- 
tuted at King’s College; Durham Univer- 
sity. It was hoped that other Universities 
would set up similar courses. 

The Council had decided to present a 
petition for the grant of a Royal Charter 
to the Institute. 


N.P.L. EXHIBITION 


Tue exhibition of the work of the 
National Physical Laboratory, which was 
an annual feature of the scientific world 
of pre-war days, emerged from wartime 
eclipse on June 18, when a preview was 
afforded to the Press at the Laboratory’s 
headquarters at Teddington. Many of the 
exhibits, though not of direct application 
to the building industry, attracted con- 
siderable attention, particularly in the 
radio and metrology sections. Engineers 
and, to some extent, architects would find 
of interest a special draughting table and 
accessories developed to facilitate the 
preparation of large and stable drawings 
on suitably prepared aluminium sheets. 

In the metallurgy division, it has been 
possible, by the application of X-ray and 
electron diffraction, to obtain the stress- 
strain curve for the atomic lattice of new 
metals, and new data on the mechanism 
of deformation have already been obtained. 
Other research in this division has been 
directed to work on iron-nickel-chromium 
alloys and -the constitution of mild steel 
arc-weld metal. In the Physics Division 
research has gone forward on the specific 
heats, thermal conductivities and  co- 
efficients of expansion of a representative 
series of steels, and also into the thermal 
conductivity of insulating and building 
materials, while much attention continues 
to be paid to acoustics.

Tue 78th annual report of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
presented at the annual meeting on 


May 28, deals among other things with 
the resettlement of ex-Service men. The 
report states :— 

A large proportion of the work dur- 
ing the session has been directed to the 
resettlement of ex-Service men, not only 
members, probationers and students, but 
also new entrants to the profession. Many 
of them are young men who, but for the 
war, would have been qualified by now as 
corporate members of the Institution. The 
problems created in some cases were diffi- 
cult to solve, but generally the process of 
the return to civil life has proceeded 
smoothly. As the year has progressed the 
pressure of this work has increased, and 
will continue to increase with the accelerat- 
ing pace of demobilisation. The ition 
has been greatly relieved by the fact that 
some two-thirds of those serving who were 
already associated with the Institution 
have decided to return to their former 
employment. 

During the session special lectures have 
been arranged at the Institution for the 
benefit of ex-Service members, to assist 
them in a practical understanding of post- 
war technical problems. 

The continuance of the war-time con- 
trols, which so largely affect the volume 
of work, has, it is true, created some 
uncertainty in the minds of members and 
has made it difficult to advise young men 
returning to civil life. The majority of 
these men are facing their new responsi- 
bilities with a reasonable appreciation of 
present-day conditions, and employers are 
meeting them in an understanding and 
sympathetic way. It is, perhaps, one of 
the very few advantages of the short 
period of 25 years between the two great 
wars, that the post-war experience of 
those who served in 1914-1918 is still 
remembered. and is being turned to the 
advantage of those who are now returning. 

The Ministry of Labour and National 
Service are working in close association 
with the Institution in matters connected 
with the Further Education and Training 
Scheme where the applicant desires to 
qualify as a chartered surveyor. Several 
hundred applications have been referred 
by the Ministry to the Institution for com- 
ment in the past year, of which the great 
majority have been approved. 

A separate section of the Institution’s 
Appointments Register has been organised 
to deal with ex-Service men who are new 
entrants to the profession. The list of 
firms willing to take such men as trainees 
consists now of about 450 firms. If there 
are any other firms who are willing to 
help, the principals are asked to notify the 
Secretary. 

Since the demobilisation scheme came 
into operation some 650 members have been 
released in Class A. The number released 
in Class B is not known. The peak period 
of demobilisation has now been reached. 


The new title of the Institution involves 
no change in Bye-law 6 relating to the use 
by members of the initials ‘‘ F.S.I.’’ and 
“PASI.” or of the designation 
‘“‘ Chartered Surveyor.” 

The Council have appointed Mr. 
A. E. W. Henderson, M.B.E., B.A. 
(Oxon), as an Assistant Secretary of the 
Institution. Mr. Henderson was educated 
at Winchester and New College, Oxford, 
where he graduated in 1934 with an 
honours degree in Modern History. He 
has been temporarily posted to the 
Scottish offices of the Institution at 189, 
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S+. Vincent-street, Glasgow (shortly to be 
moved to 7, Manor-place, Edinburgh). 

Approval has also been given for the 
appointment of Mr. R. Steel, B.Sc. 
(London), as Editor of the Journal, with 
effect from June 3, 1946.

Siz,—Last month you caused to have 
published in trade papers an invitation 
to builders to submit their names to 
enable a selected list of such builders to 
tender for certain building works in 
Stroud Green Road, the firms submitting 
having themselves to pay the usual 
deposit returnable on a bona fide tender 
being received. 

In consequence of this advertisement 
we telephoned your office on Wednesday 
to ascertain certain questions: 

1. Whether it was too late to submit 
our name for your consideration; 

2. Number of firms who would be per- 
mitted to tender; and 

3. Whether that number had been 
exceeded, 

We had a very courteous answer; 30 
firms were going to be invited, of which 
29 had been selected. 

It does seem to us that to invite 30 
firms to tender for a possible £20,000- 
£25,000 job is unreasonable and unfair 
inasmuch that only one tenderer can be 
successful and that as the numbers of in- 
vited tenderers are increased the chance 
of success in securing the contract is 
decreased; further, from practical ex- 
perience over many years it would seem 
that 29 firms are about to expend £20 
apiece pricing your quantities: the total 
sum involved would be £600, of which 
only one firm would get any benefit. 

May we ask this pertinent question? 
If you were to submit to the Council 
your intention to invite 30 firms and in- 
form them that the cost of such invita- 
tion to tender would not exceed £600, do 
you think your proposal would be accept- 
able? We think it would not, but what 
we do deplore is the practice which 
public atnaiien indulge in by inviting 
unlimited numbers of firms to tender 
for a job instead of inviting, say, six 
builders for a job of £10,000, ig for 
£20,000 and upwards. 

We would throw out this suggestion for 
what it is worth: it would be in the in- 
terests of your Council and the people 
at large if you were to say to your 
selected builders when tendering : ‘‘ Look 
here, we are only inviting 12 firms for 
this job; the successful tenderer will have 
deducted from his first certificate £60, 
which sum is to be paid as to £30 to the 
second lowest tenderer, £20 to the 
third, £10 to the fourth.”’ 

This suggestion would have a double 
effect: first, the individual builder would 
see to it that he gave a reasonable price 
for the work he was about to undertake; 
and second, you would get a better class 
of firm to tender for your contracts. 

We await with interest your reply to this 
letter, which we regret is rather lengthy 
and for which we ask your kind indul-

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HEAT, LIGHT 


RELATION TO TOWN PLANNING 


Some aspects of heat, light and sound in 
relation to town planning were di 
by Mr. Ceci, C. Hanpisype, A.R.I.B.A., 
research architect at the Building Research 
Station of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, in the course of a 
paper read before the Health Congress of 
the Royal Sanitary Institute at Blackpool. 

We take the following extracts from the 
paper :— 


Lighting. 

There have long been regulations of 
various kinds designed to ensure access of 
at least a minimum of light and air to 
buildings. These have been confined 
mainly to limiting angles of light or, in 
some cases, overall coverage. This is, at 
best, a negative policy. What is needed 
is, first, an assessment of the amount of 
light required inside buildings; second, a 
method of designing to achieve this quan- 
tity of light, combined with good quality 
of lighting, and, third, a planning layout 
which will enable the maximum amount of 
building consistent with the lighting re- 
quirements. 

Recent publications have outlined several 
methods of design by which standards of 
lighting can be foretold with sufficient 
accuracy. The Post-War Study Commit- 
tee Report by the Lighting Committee of 
the Building Research Board of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research on the Lighting of Buildings dis- 
cussed the effect of plan arrangement on 
good lighting and showed how, by develop- 
ment of reasonably sized sites in a proper 
manner, good lighting could be obtained 
with quite high building densities. 

In the same Report there is an examina- 
tion of the effect of heights of buildings 
which shows how, in some instances, an 
increase in height may improve lighting 
while keeping the same floor-space index. 

A study of this kind shows that in the 
case of fairly high density development 
the site layout, together with correct de- 
sign of individual buildings, can result in 
great improvements in lighting. The im- 
plications on town planning and street 
design are towards a new type of street 
architecture in which the evenly built-up 
street frontage would be replaced by larger 
blocks of buildings in which there would 
be some high and some low portions, and 
in which the blocks would often be of 
cruciform, T or Y shape rather than the 
common hollow square arrangement. 

The point to be stressed is that there 
is now available a reasonably adequate 
technique which, if used by town planners 
and the designers of individua! buildings, 
will ensure that good standards of day 
lighting will result, while at the same time 
economical use of the land will be 
achieved. In the case of houses, flats and 
schools certain standards have already 
been suggested, first in the Report of the 
Lighting Committee and then in the Codes 
of Practice now being prepared by the 
Ministry of Works and published through 
the British Standards Institution. 

What is required, however, is more evi- 
dence as to the correctness of the stand- 
ards for these buildings, and the setting 
up of standards for other types of buildings 
such as offices, hospitals, etc. It is only 
when such standards are settled for indi- 
vidual buildings that the town planner can 
deal at all satisfactorily with this aspect 
of his own problem. 

It might be suggested with some degree 
of truth that insufficient attention has 
been paid to the value of sunlight on the 
gardens and in the streets around build- 
ings.

AND SOUND 


Anyone who has tried to plan the small 

ouse will know how difficult it is to 
achieve perfection on all points. In the 
case of sunlight the street layout is an 
essential factor in the eventual solution of 
this part of the problem. The more we 
try to get sunlight into our houses the 
more vital this question of layout be- 
comes. It is all too common to see ex- 
hibited a standard house plan which is 
set down on each side of a road regard- 
less of the different aspect. If we ever 
tend to develop towards the really large- 
windowed house, such as the “solar 
houses’? now becoming rather popular in 
America, this question of siting will be- 
come a vital one and will only be capable 
of solution by most careful consideration 
at the street layout stage of design. 

Should we, in fact, develop such large- 
windowed houses? What is the real value 
of sunlight? Here, again, it may be sug- 
gested that we have insufficient data. 
‘‘Sunshine values’’ may, perhaps, be 
divided into three factors: first, psycho- 
logical; second, therapeutic; and third, 
heating. There is insufficient evidence on 
all three of these. 


Heating. 

It may be suggested that there is little 
relation between heating and town plan- 
ning. There are, however, some points 
which may be of considerable importance. 


Reference has already been made to the 
possible value of solar heating. Experi- 
ments at the Building Research Station 
have shown that the seasonal heat require- 
ments for rooms facing, respectively, 
north and south, vary by 15 to 20 per cent. 
The value of solar heating through very 
large south-facing windows is undoubtedly 
considerable in daytime, but more evidence 
is required as to its overall value, taking 
into consideration night losses. 


Another aspect of heating which may 
well affect future planning is the all- 
important question of atmospheric pollu- 
tion. Considerable attention is now being 
given to the need for smoke reduction, and 
there are several methods of attacking 
this problem, First, it must be remem- 
bered that the domestic chimney is the 
greatest offender. Improvements in indi- 
vidual heating appliances are taking place 
and, if widely adopted, will undoubtedly 
lead to a reduction in pollution. Another 
method, however, is to provide communal 
heating by some form of district heating 
plant. The whole subject of district heat- 
ing is at present under review by a sub- 
committee of the Heating and Ventilation 
(Reconstruction) Committee of the Build- 
ing Research Board of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, but it 
is clear that a far less favourable case for 
district heating can be made out for the 
average housing estates than for more 
densely built-up areas. 


Noise. 

To what extent can town planning help 
in reducing noise? First, of course, by the 
correct siting of all activities such as noisy 
factories, and, in particular, those which 
may result in noise at night. This type of 
planning against noise is now reasonably 
well accepted. Where one feels that more 
might be done is in the planning of indi- 
vidual buildings in relation to noisy roads. 
Three principles may be stated. First, that 
noise nuisance is reduced by distance, 
second that buildings at right-angles to a 
road will suffer less than those parallel, 
and third that screening by low buildings, 
low walls or dense planting can be valu- 
able. In the case of densely built-up areas, 
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the first two of these principles fortunately 
fall into line with the uirements for 
daylighting, and the reset ra effects 
will be very similar. The applications 
of a third principle are obvious and have 
the advantage of giving the town planner 
a scientific reason for beautifying our 
towns with planting.

THE FUTURE HOUSING WORK OF THE L.C.C. 


LECTURE AT THE HOUSING CENTRE 


At a meeting of the Housing Centre, 
held at 13, Suffolk-street, 8.W.1, on Tues- 
day, June 18, Mr. C. W. Gipson (Chair- 
man of the Housing Committee of the 
London County Council) gave an address 
entitled ‘‘ The Future Housing Work of 
the L.C.C.”’ Lady Piercy presided. 

Mr. Gisson said that everybody acknow- 
ledged the need of London for many new 
houses and flats, and agreed further that 
London needed planning in a big way. All 
agreed also that the spread or sprawl of 
London should be arrested, and that the 
conceptions of the London Plan should be 
implemented. But as soon as the L.C.C. 
began to do something to carry out its 
programme many people objected to its 
action. Some of these objections made him 
angry, giving him the feeling that they 
were not on good planning or housing 
grounds, but, as one gentleman had said 
about a site in Surrey, they did not want 
the people of Stepney and Poplar to come 
and live among the Surrey hills. 

The overcrowding census of 1938 had 
shown that there were then 40,000 families 
overcrowded, and the situation was worse 
to-day—probably the degree of overcrowd- 
ing was 50 per cent. higher. In 1937 it 
had been estimated that to finish the job of 
clearing the slums 24,000 new houses were 
needed, and there had been great deteriora- 
tion since then. Bombing had totally 
destroyed 70,000 houses previously occupied 
by 100,000 families and, allowing for those 
houses which were entitled to cost-of-works 
payments under the War Damage Act, it 
was estimated that homes for 80,000 
families must be provided as an outcome 
of war damage. All the great improve- 
ments envisaged in the London Plan would 
mean pulling down houses, and the people 
living in these must be given new accom- 
modation. Some of the schemes for deal- 
ing with bombed areas would involve 
ulling down occupied houses and re- 
Cociien somewhere else the families living 
therein. Before the war there had been 
an annual average of 44,000 marriages in 
London, and the estimate for 1946 was 
40,000. A marriage usually formed a new 
housing unit, creating a demand for a 
separate house or flat; and an interesting 
fact in this connection was that although 
the total population of London had de- 
clined from 1911 to 1931, during that 
period the number of families had in- 
creased. This tendency was still going on. 
Taking all these facts into consideration, it 
would be seen that on a conservative esti- 
mate there was urgent need for 150,000 
houses for London families, an urgent need 
to build homes for considerably over 
400,000 people. 


Decanting Outside the County. 

The L.C.C, wished to carry out the 
London Plan. This would involve decant- 
ing approximately 600,000 people to sites 
outside the county; accordingly the 
present aim was to build houses for 200,000 
people outside the county, and flats and 
cottages for another 200,000 inside the 
county. Some people said the L.C.C. 
should not build outside the county, but 
should wait for the new satellite towns to 
be developed; but it was impossible to 
wait, and it was doubtful whether 
Londoners would be attracted to the new 
towns, if built. He thought the only 
answer to the decanting problem was the 
Greater London plan of building a number 
of quasi-satellite towns within the so-called 
Green Belt around London; and that was 
what it was proposed to do. It was not 
certain that people would go to these 
towns. Recently a big firm had agreed to 


take their works somewhere else, but had 
found that none of their workpeople would 
go with them. These preferred to remain 
where their lives had been built up. But 
the L.C.C.’s proposal was that the quasi- 
satellite towns would not be so far away 
that there would be an unreasonably long 
journey to and from work in London, and 
there would also be light industries de- 
veloped in the quasi-satellites themselves. 
The kind of community he was now 
envisaging seemed to be the one that would 
best meet the kage! yey problems of 
housing in London. The L.C.C. would not 
build any more Becontrees. It would 
build cottage estates, well planned, with 
al] amenities, with different types of houses 
—for the poorest but also for the technical 
classes, although it was difficult to get the 
latter to come and live in these places. 


Quasi-Satellites in the Green Belt. 


If the London Plan was to be carried 
out the L.C.C. must build for the next few 
years outside its boundaries if it was to 
provide the accommodation that was 
urgently needed, and as yet no one had 
officially agreed to the Green Belt sug- 

ested by Sir Patrick Abercrombie. A 
Minister had gaid he accepted the broad 
general principles of the Plan, but that 
might mean anything; and, in fact, the 
Ministry had suggested one or two sites 
which were actuaily in the Green Belt in 
the Plan for Greater London. The small 
towns which the L.C.C. envisaged would 
be built according to modern ideas, well 
laid out, and provide good social facilities. 
The community centre should go up at the 
same time as the houses. So also with 
shops, cinemas and public-houses, in order 
that people might have the chance to 
develop their social life in these small 
towns immediately on going to them. 


He saw no objection to building within 
the Green Belt, provided that building was 
controlled. He did not think anybody and 
everybody should be allowed to build any 
kind of community in what was called the 
Green Belt, but in view of the tremen- 
dously urgent need that he had spoken of, 
some such scheme was necessary as he was 
now suggesting. The County Council 
already had a number of sites which it 
would be building on, and on some of these 
work had started. 


Proof that the County Council really 
meant to try to do its job in a big way 
was provided by the Stepney and Poplar 
scheme. When that scheme had been first 
proposed people said it could not be car- 
ried out, but the County Council had 
made a start. Another scheme to which 
the L.C.C. was committed was one to 
rebuild entirely the south bank of the 
Thames back to the Elephant and Castle. 
The Bermondsey area would be _ re- 
developed, and some other areas also it 
was to be hoped. along the lines of the 
London Plan. The expenditure on these 
and other schemes would be enormous. 
At the last meeting of the County Council 
a Renort had been presented to it show- 
ing that the East London scheme would 
cost a threevenny rate for about 60 years, 
but in the Jong run it would pay financi- 
ally, apart from being a blessing to hun- 
dreds of thousands of families. 


There were lots of other problems which 
the L.C.C. had to face in its housing 
work. One was as to the type of houses 
which should be built. A new type had 
been evolved. The L.C.C. having deter- 
mined on a larger house than it had ever 
built before. a new Minister of Health had 
said he wanted another 50 or 60 square 
feet added on to it; so that for its new 
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development the County Council would 
have to plan a larger cottage, and it had 
been decided that at least 50 per cent. of 
these cottages should have a garden not 
only for flowers but for vegetables also— 
a garden equivalent to a normal allot- 
ment. 


Among other things, it had been de- 
cided to double the number of flats and 
bungalows built for old people as com- 
pared with the number built before the 
war. Some said even this number would 
not be enough. He was interested in this 
problem because he had always thought 
it wrong that poor old people should be 
treated in such a way as to segregate 
them from the rest of the community. 
Building for old people must be where 
other people lived, but so as to give them 
quiet if they wanted this. Small flats and 
bungalows were being built, and if the 
old people had got to a stage where they 
needed the assistance that had formerly 
been given by the Poor Law, there would 
be provided for them groups of flats or 
small hostels run by the Social Welfare 
Department of the County Council. The 
L.C.C. would try to build so as to cover 
all sections of the community. Schools 
were needed, and in co-operation with the 
Education Committee the Housing Com- 
mittee would put small nursery schools on 
the ground floor of some flats where the 
mothers, while out at work or shopping, 
could leave the youngsters in charge of 
people skilled in looking after them. Ex- 
periments would be made with allotments 
in East London. It was not certain 
whether or not this would be a success, 
but it was saddening to go around and 
see allotments that had been developed 
during the war going now to rack and 
ruin. In some cases this abandoned land 
would be made into public gardens, but 
wherever there was a demand it was 
proposed to let the land to those who 
would cultivate it. 


Discussion. 

A number of interesting points came out 
in the subsequent discussion. On the 
subject of housing old people, Miss Olive 
Matthews pointed out that if small places 
were built for them, the houses and flats 
they left would be available for families. 

The lecturer replied that so far as 
possible this was being done, but the old 
people did not like being moved. 


Another lady said she thought the 


point of the London Plan was that satel- 
lite towns should be outside the Green 
Belt, and that they should not be dormi- 
tory towns, but should be self-sufficient. 
The lecturer replied that in the case 
of Stevenage scores of thousands living 
there would have to travel to London to 
work unless you could induce industry to 


go to Stevenage. There was no 
power to compel industry to go 
anywhere. He was told it would take 


two years to provide Stevenage with elec- 
tricity, and it might be 14 or 15 years 
altogether before the new towns got de- 
veloped. During the next four or five 
years the people in London who needed 
ouses so badly must come in to London 
to work. Some of the L.C.C. proposals 
for building were in the Green Belt, some 
partly in and partly out. Such places 
need not be eyesores. There were people 
who thought Green Wedges would be 
better than a Green Belt, and even if 
the L.C.C. and neighbouring town coun- 
cils were allowed to build in a controlled 
way outside the county boundary and 
within 15 or 20 miles of it, this would 
not make any serious encroachment on the 
—_ Green Belt laid down in the London 
an.

DOMESTIC FUEL POLICY 


SIMON REPORT 

THe Ministry of Health in Circular 
112/46 state that the Government have had 
under consideration the report on domes- 
tic fuel policy which has been made to 
the Minister of Fuel and Power by the 
Advisory Council which was appointed 
in November, 1944, under the Chairman- 
ship of Sir Ernest Simon, to consider and 
advise upon questions concerning the 
development of the fuel and power re- 
sources of the country. The report is 
now issued (Cmd. 6762). 


Fuel Appliances. 

The Government are considering the 
recommendations of the report in detail. 
They are, in particular, examining the 
availability of fuel-burning appliances 
of higher efficiency, of insulating mate- 
rials, eto,, and the development of such 
appliances and materials. The present 
position is that, in order to secure the 
maximum production for the immediate 
housing programme, manufacturers must 
continue to make appliances for which 
patterns are available. To a considerable 
extent, therefore, production, apart from 
one or two specialised lines such as the 
openable stove installed in the tem- 
porary prefabricated houses, will be con- 
fined to pre-war models for the months 
immediately ahead. Even so, there will 
duri these months be a shortage of 
solid-fuel space-heating appliances, and 
attention is directed to a supplement to 
Ministry of Health Circular 76/46, which 
is issued for the guidance of local 
authorities (Appendix A). : 

As to the future, discussions are taking 
place with the manufacturers with re- 
gard to the rate at which they can change 
over to the manufacture of improved ap- 
pliances without any falling off in the 
flow of production. It is hoped that the 
change-over can begin very shortly, and 
the Government are making such 
arrangements as are necessary to secure 
as quickly as ag me the maximum pro- 
duetion for the benefit of the housing 
programme. 


‘Temporary Shortage of Smokeless Fuel. 

On the question of fuel the Advisory 
Council recommend that smokeless fuel 
should ultimately replace household coal 
for all single domestic appliances. It 
must be realised, however, that for the 
present supplies of smokeless fuel are 
very limited, and no big change from 
household coal to coke will, therefore, 
be practicable. Appliances which are 
non-selective in the fuels they will burn 
should, therefore, be preferred by the 
local authority. 

The limited aap of all fuel make 
the installation of efficient appliances all 
the more urgent as soon as they can be 
obtained, but while the design of the 
house and the installation should be 
such that the heating standards recom- 
mended by the Egerton Committee* and 
endorsed by the Fuel and Power Advisory 
Council can be put into practice, these 
standards may only be possible of 
achievement when the allocation of fuel 
can be increased. 


Fuel Storage. 

The use of two types of solid fuel in 
one house makes an extra demand on 
fuel storage accommodation. In the 
Housing Manual, 1944, it was stated that 
a fuel store of 12 to 24 sq. ft. should be 
provided for each house, a large store 
being advisable where fuel was likely to 
be ordered by the ton. The Minister 
now considers that where two types of 
solid fuel appliances are installed, and 
also in rural areas where delivery of fuel 
is likely to be difficult, not less than 20 
sq. ft. of fuel storage should be provided.

A Plan with Notes (Appendix B) is an- 
nexed for the assistance of local 
authorities. 


Gas and Electricity Supplies. 

The Minister has also had under con- 
sideration in consultation with the 
Minister of Fuel: and Power the arrange- 
ments for supplying gas and electricity to 
housing estates, 

The Minister is satisfied that, unless 
the gas or the electricity undertaking in 
the district is not in a position to give a 
supply to the housing estate, or the cost 
to the consumer of one or other of these 
fuels is too high for the normal type of 
tenant, a decision to service a housing 
estate with only one of these two fuels 
to the complete exclusion of the other is 
prejudicial to the co-ordinated develop- 
ment of both industries, and deprives 
the consumer of the freedom of choice 
to which he should be entitled. Local 
authorities are requested to arrange that 
each estate should be serviced with both 
fuels where the respective undertakings 
are prepared to do so and the cost is 
likely to be within the tenants’ means, 
The Minister is prepared to leave to the 
discretion of the local authority the pro- 
portion of houses to be provided with 
either gas or electricity or both, provided 
that both the gas and electricity under- 
takings are consulted before the decision 
is made. 


APPENDIX A—SOLID FUEL 
APPLIANCES 


Production of standard or improved 
patterns of solid fuel space-heating 
gigs with or without back boilers 
will not be adequate to meet all the 
demands for installation in houses under 
construction and provide enough for 
essential maintenance. Considerable 
efforts have been made for some time 
past to recruit more men into the 
foundries and these efforts will, of course, 
be continued. For the present, however, 
the labour force in the foundries is not 
large enough to ensure production of 
these appliances on an adequate scale. 

Until further notice local authorities 
are asked to make provision for the in- 
stallation of only one such appliance per 
house in houses under construction in 
the normal urban area. There should 
substantial mumbers of dual or multi- 
purpose appliances available if these are 

referred. In the normal instance the 
ocal authority will no doubt decide to 
instal the only solid fuel appliance either 
in the living-room or in the kitchen 
living-room. The appliances from which 
a selection can be made may conveniently 
be classified into three broad groups as 
follows :— 

(1) A solid fuel cooker with or without 
a back boiler and with an open grate or 
a closeable fire capable of burning all 
forms of fuel. 

(2) An openable stove with or without a 
back boiler capable of burning all forms 
of fuel. An openable stove is a closed 
stove of high efficiency which can be 
opened to give the effect of an open fire 
with reduced efficiency. 

(3) An open grate or a closeable fire 
with or without a back boiler. A close- 
able fire is an open grate which can be 
closed for slow and economical combus- 
tion. 

Openable stoves are considered to be a 
more efficient form of solid fuel heating 
appliance than open grates. For some 
time to come, however, the gradually ex- 
penemne output will be largely absorbed 

y the needs for installation in temporary 
houses, but it is hoped that there will 
be an increasing margin of supplies 
available for use in traditional housing. 
Blanket orders will be placed with manu- 
facturers of approved types of efficient 
solid fuel space-heating appliances such 
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as openable stoves and closeable fires and 
full information. will be sent to local 
authorities when available. For some 
time to come, however, local authorities 
should be prepared to make use.of the 
best pre-war models. 

It should be noted that while the fuel 
shortage continues it will be very difficult 
to meet any increase in the demand for 
the smokeless fuel required for indepen- 
dent boilers, and these, where possible, 
should not installed. Hot water 
supplies should, therefore, be obtained 
from a back boiler to the living-room 
appliance or from a boiler in the solid 
fuel cooker. 

In order that the utmost use may be 
made of available supplies of appliances 
the local — is requested to instal 
only one type of cooking appliance in 
each house. If the local authority pro- 
poses to instal a gas or electric cooker, 
use should not be made of appliances in 
category (1) above. In rural areas, with- 
out connections to gas or electric mains, 
there will be some free-standing solid 
fuel cookers available for installation. 

If the local authority has decided to 
use the available solid fuel appliance in 
the living-room, other provision will have 
to be made for heating parlours, bed- 
rooms or other rooms such as dining- 
tooms. As a rule heat is required in such 
rooms only occasionally. The shortage 
of solid fuel appliances may be overcome 
in one or other of the following ways : — 

(1) Build the chimney flue and con- 
struct the fireplace of suitable brick. 

(2) The authority may if it so wishes 
eliminate the chimney flue and provide 
permanent gas or electric fires, at the 
same time providing suitable alternative 
means for ensuring air changes. 

Substantial numbers of gas and electric 
fires are being made, although it may not 
always be possible readily to secure par- 
ticular types or makes. 

In mining areas and in rural areas 
where pubilc supplies of gas or electricity 
are not available, a small number of 
additional o grates will be available 
for installation in rooms other than the 
living-room. 

It should be clearly understood that 
these restrictions on the installation of 
solid fuel appliances are intended to 
apply equally to houses erected under 
licence as well as to those erected by 
local authorities themselves. Local 
authorities should ensure that when 
issuing priority certificates for building 
materials and components requirements 
for solid fuel appliances are calculated on 
the basis of one per house except in the 
cases of mining areas and rural areas 
where supplies of gas or electricity are 
not available, when two solid fuel 
appliances per house may be ordered. 

ocal. authorities should in future 
arrange that, except in the two instances 
given above, all licences for the erection 
of pant ase paces 1 . ee ype | that 
not more than one solid fuel appliance 
shall be installed. ” 


APPENDIX B—DOMESTIC FUEL 
STORAGE 


The designs shown on page 644 of 
domestic fuel stores have been prepared 
in consultation with the Ministry of 
Health by the Coal Utilisation Joint 
Council and the Solid Smokeless Fuels 
Federation. Drawing No. 1 shows a single 
compartment store based on 12 sq. ft. 
area for houses where one type of solid 
fuel-burning appliance is installed, and 
a two-compartment store based on 
24 sq. ft. area for use where two types of 
solid fuel-burning appliances are in- 
‘stalled or for general use in rural areas 
irrespective of the number of appliances 
in use in the house. 

The principle of design is a somewhat 
novel type of hopper and aims at 

(a) Ease of filling the store for the 
coalman. 

(4) Ease of filling coal scuttles. 
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{c) Avoidance of necessity of entering 
the store, so keeping footwear clean. 

(d) Choice of small or large fuel or 
slack by filling coal scuttles from either 
top or bottom of the hopper. 

P) Permitting maximum use of the 
cubic contents of the store for those who 
wish to buy in greater bulk at one time. 

It will be noted that the principle of 
design can be applied to coal stores in 
various Sree > although the drawings 
show only two specific methods. Further, 
that although the minimum area of 12 
sq. ft. has been used for the single fuel 
store which will take coal or coke, this 
area may be increased and in rural areas 
should be increased to a minimum of 
20 sq. ft. 

The following items may be regarded as 
optional additions to the store where cir- 
cumstances and cost permit :— 

Delivery Hatches: A delivery hatch 
with metal door and side cheeks in the 
side or back of the store may be required 
if access to the front:of the store is diffi- 
cult for the coalman by reason of the 
location of the store in relation to the 
house. , 

Doors: If it is desired to provide means 
of closing and locking the store to prevent 
theft of fuel, doors as shown can be 
added to close in the front of the store. 

Shelf for Wood and front boards: 
Where it is thought desirable to provide 
means of storing wood and a place to put 
the removable front boards when taken 
out. a shelf can be arranged within the 
store as indicated. 

Sloping Floor: The rear portion of the 
floor of the store can be sloped towards 
the removal opening at floor level as indi- 
cated in the cong. This facilitates 
removal of the fuel by making it more 
accessible when the stock is getting low. 

No objection will, of course, be taken 
to the provision of coal stores by other 
methods where local authorities so desire.

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THE RECONSTRUCTION 


OF FALAISE 
By B. S. TOWNROE 
(Director of the Franco-British Society) 


Tue town of Falaise, in Normandy; 
which will go down to history for the 
heroism of Canadian soldiers in the cam- 
paign for the liberation of France, is 
almost cleared of ruins. The task has 
been immense owing to the complete lack 
of lorries, cranes or bulldozers. First, 
the débris blocking the streets had to be 
removed by hand in order that they 
might be open to traffic. Then farm 
carts trundled from the countryside and 
were used to carry the mass of shelled 
bricks and masonry to the moat. at the 
foot of the ramparts of the historic 
Castle, which is now being filled up.. The 
lack of any kind of machinery has made 
the clearance of the town and the level- 
ling of the sites a very slow affair. 

Progivis was also handicapped by the 
fact that at least 85 per cent. of the 

opulation had no home of any _ kind. 

here were in Falaise on the morning of 
D-Day, 1944, some 1,600 dwellings. 
Within two months 1,100 were com- 
pletely destroyed and 400 badly damaged. 
One of the first tasks, therefore, was to 
eer up every cellar or shed that could 
made habitable. 

The Infantry Barracks had been hit by 
Allied bombers and shells, but _ fortun- 
ately was not a complete ruin. Accord- 
ingly, 600 people were. moved to the 
Barracks, one room being allocated to 
each family. Rough accommodation was 
rene in the Barracks for the local 
igh school and elementary school. One 
mess room was converted into a com- 
munity restaurant, and another set aside 
where soup and bread could be given out 
to aged couples who had lost everything 
and to young schoolchildren. During the 
winter of 1944-45 there were some 4,000 
townsfolk living, in the words of one of 
the local schoolteachers, ‘‘ more — like 
beasts than human creatures.’’ 

This teacher, Professor Macary, who is 
one of the most enthusiastic friends of 
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Great Britain and Canada, writes that 
the housing problem to-day, though still 
very acute, has been improved. This is 
due first, to the provisional repairs carried 
out to any structure of any kind, and 
secondly to the erection of 95 wooden 
huts. Of these 20 have been allocated to 
the most desperate cases and the others 
are being used as a hospital, school, store, 
canteen, and for local administration and 
dormitories for the building operatives 
brought into the town to carry out re- 
construction work. These are beginning 
to build a number of small temporary 
houses, which it is hoped will be habitable 
before next autumn. 


Although provisional plans have been 
drawn out, the architect responsible for 
preparing the plan of the Falaise of the 
future is having to wait for the final 
clearance of the ruins. He states, how- 
ever, that his general plan will be to 
retain as much as possible of the old 
general outlook of the city with its ram- 
parts and old gates. The Castle will be 
made the central point to which all the 
main roads will lead. This will set: off the 
historical interest of the Castle, the birth- 
ene of William the Conqueror, which 
as been marvellously preserved from 
complete destruction. 


There are two immediate and serious 
problems. First, it is impossible to do 
anything, owing to lack of materials and 
labour, except in the sham old style. 
Secondly, building is so very expensive in 
France to-day, several times more than it 
was in pre-war days, that the townspeople 
cannot afford to have their homes rebuilt 
and the French Government is passing 
through an economic crisis. 


Round Falaise are some of the most 
beautiful cemeteries in Normandy. There 
are two Canadian cemeteries, one at Bern- 
ieres-sur-Mer near the landing place. The 
other is at Cintheaux, half-way between 
Falaise and Caen. Each contains about 
3,000 Canadian graves. Captain Kemp, 
who is responsible for the layout and 
construction of the cemetery at Cintheaux, 
is now back in Canada. The people of 
Falaise consider this is a model cemetery. 
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TRAVELLING BY CANAL 


BY A TRANSPORT OFFICER 


Wirs the prevailing high costs of trans- 
port—rail rates alone averaging some 200 
per cent. higher than in other countries— 
and the congested condition of the rail- 
ways, streets and roads, attention might 
well be drawn to our sadly neglected 
inland waterways. 

Before the coming of the railways, 
canals apd rivers carried nearly all the 
heavy traffics, and if this were done again 
the railways would be relieved for 
developing a much greater and better pay- 
ing passenger traffic. 

While in Great Britain canal and river 
transport have been allowed to decay, on 
the Continent they have been highly 
developed as a cheaper form of transport 
than railways. Canal beds have been 
gradually deepened, bridges raised and 
locks modernised to enable 100-, 200- and 
300-ton barges to be used. Yet our own 
canals are still unable to deal with barges 
much over 30 tons! 

Obviously, if a 100-ton or 200-ton 
vessel were used instead of several 30- 
tonners, the cost of transport would be 
reduced to less than a quarter of the 
charges now made by railway. Given 
these improvements, and the establishment 
of @ regular daily service, an enormous 
amount of traffic in the shape of coal, 
bricks, timber, roadstone, sugar-beet, 
potatoes and grain would soon be carried 
all along their courses, to the great bene- 
fit of farmers, builders and other traders. 
\ substantial reduction would be made in 
housing costs. 

Many of the barges might be fitted with 
one-ton containers, into which these 
traffics could be tipped. On arrival at 
destination they would be picked up by 
crane and loaded on to, or tipped into, 
notor-lorries for local distribution. 
Further heavy savings would thus be made 
a loading and unloading costs, and by 
avoiding delays to barges and lorries. 

Road expenditure would be substantially 
reduced by relieving roads of much of the 
heavy lorry traffic now responsible for 
practically all the damage to them. 
The cost of materials for repairing them 
would be appreciably cheapened through 
being carried on the waterways. (A case 
has been cited in the Press of rail charges 
adding 150 per cent. to the selling price 
of stone.) 

In the first year, these savings would 
probably pay for the cost of deepening 
‘anals and modernising locks to enable 
larger barges to be used. The War Trans- 
port Minister has actually announced that 
he has a number of barges he, wants to 
sell, and, so far, has only been offered 
scrap value for them. A splendid oppor- 
tunity thus presents itself to big con- 
tractors and others to equip their local 
canal or river very cheaply with a fleet. 

Small pleasure steamers might also be 
run along the canals when they are 
nodernised. New and pleasant country 
would be opened up for the: public to 


explore. In the long summer evenings. 
particularly, this quiet, leisurely and 
‘ooler form of transport would  un- 


loubtedly soon become very popular with 
the public—particularly the older people 
—escaping from the noise and dust of 
towns.

T.D.A.’S EDUCATIONAL SCHEME 

Tue Timber Development Association, 
Ltd., 75, Cannon-street, London, E.C.4, 
sponsors a three-year course of part-time 
classes in Timber Technology. The classes 
are held in technical institutions in various 
parts of the country and, once established, 
they become merged into the normal part- 
time programmes of the colleges. hey 
have been established in twenty-five centres 
spread over England, Wales and Scotland, 
but it is hoped that many more will be 
opened in the near future. 

The standard syllabus in use in all these 
centres has been drawn up by the Associa- 
tion’s Education Standing Committee and 
National Education Advisory Committee. 
The latter now includes representatives of 
each T.D.A. Area Organisation, the Minis- 
try of Education, the Forest Products 
Research Laboratory (Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research), the 
Association of Technical Institutions, and 
the Association of Principals of Technical 
Institutions. ; 

The students, aged 16 years and over, 
are drawn from the timber trade, timber 
consuming industries and, in fact, from 
most occupations in which a_ technical 
knowledge of wood is advantageous. They 
range from shop boys and apprentices to 
managing directors. The instructors come 
from the timber trade and the timber 
consuming industries and from the teach- 
ing profession. Some of them are handi- 
craft teachers in Technical Colleges, and a 
few of them are lecturers and demonstra- 
tors in the Botany Departments of Uni- 
versities. The training courses are under 
the direction of Mr. E. H. B. Boulton, 
M.C., M.A., the Technical Director of the 
T.D.A., and organised by the Education 
Secretary, Mr. S. A. Simpson, B.Sc., 
M.R.S.T. 

The course is still in its infancy, but 
the early difficulties are being overcome, 
and it is hoped that in a very short time 
everyone whose livelihood depends in any 
way on timber and who wishes to improve 
his knowledge of his material, will be able 
tv do so without going far away from home. 
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THE CONSULTING 


STRUCTURAL ENGINEER 
FORMS OF CONTRACT FOR 
ENGAGEMENT 

We have received from the Institution 
of Structural Engineers two forms of con- 
tract for the engagement of a consulting 
structural engineer, A and (revised 
1946), together with notes on their use.* 

Form A. 

This form is for the engagement by the 
principal of a _ consulting structural 
engineer in a direct contract. The prin- 
cipal is here the contractor for the build- 
ing or engineering work to be performed. 
The structural engineer is not, however, 
a sub-contractor to the said contractor; 
and, although he must look to the con- 
tractor for payment of his fees, as indeed 
ali sub-contractors must do (see Hampton 
v. Glamorgan C.C. (1917), A.C. 13), he 
remains a professional consultant, and is 
bound by the law of agency alone. The 
form, with the help of the notes, can be 
adapted to where the principal is an 
individual, partnership firm, limited com- 
pany or local authority; and appears to 
serve purpose for which it was 
intended, viz., to make a proper binding 
contract for the consultant’s services. 

Form B. 

This form is for the engagement by the 
architect to a building contract when 
acting on behalf of the principal (his 
client), the ‘‘ employer ”’ under the build- 
ing contract. It can also be adapted for 
use, in the event of the engagement being 
made by the architect, on his own behalf 
as principal; in which case, presumably, 
the structural engineer must look to the 
architect for his remuneration. 

We think it is a mistake for an archi- 
tect to enter into such an arrangement. 
The best policy is for the architect to 
follow the Riden laid down in the R.I.B.A. 
Scale of Professional Charges, which 
provides that the employment of a con- 
sultant is at the architect’s discretion in 
consultation with his client; and that 
the consultant’s fees are to be paid by 
the architect’s client. This ensures the 
architect receiving his proper fees, and not 
being called upon to pay the consultant out 
of his own fees. : 

Both forms appropriately set out in 
detail the duties to be performed by the 
consulting engineer and since by the 
contract he is to be paid in accordance 
with the ‘‘ Scale of Charges for Struc- 
tural Engineers” issued by the Insti- 
tution, there should not arise any ques- 
tions in respect thereof. 

We notice that in both forms arbitration 
is introduced to determine dispute. We 
doubt, however, whether this method is 
efficient in the case of a professional man, 
since, in general, only points of law arise; 
and they are best determined in the 
Courts.

Mr. GoroNWy Ropverrs asked the Minis- 
ter of Works if the committee to inquire 
into the Welsh slate industry was now

Mr. ToMLINSON said he had appointed 
the committee which was to inquire into 
the Welsh slate industry. The committee 
was complete and began its work at the 
end of last month. The committee was

Licensing Matters. 


Mr. Prratrn asked the Minister of 
Works how many licences had been 
granted by his regional licensing officers 
in the Administrative County of London 
since July, 1945, for work on non-residen- 
tial properties, and on hotels and clubs. 

Mr. Tomitnson said that separate 
figures were not available for the Admini- 
strative’ County of London, but his 
licensing officer for the London Region 
(which included the Administrative 
County of London) had since July, 1945, 
up to the end of May, 1946, issued 29,613 
licences for work on non-residential pro- 
perties and 470 licences for work on hotels 
and clubs. 


Mr. Prratrn asked the Minister of 
Works what consultation his regional 
licensing officers had with the local 
authorities before granting licences 
within the area of the particular local 
authority. 


Mr. Tomiinson said_ his __ regional 
licensing officers consulted the local 
authority concerned before’ granting 
licences in all cases of work on dwellings 
and in various other cases where the 
local authority was in a position to give 
useful advice. 

Mr. T. Brappock asked the Minister of 
Works why, when a local authority was 
willing to issue a certificate of essen- 
tiality in the case involved, the applica- 
tion for a licence on any work over £100 
in value in an occupied house had to be 
referred to the regional licensing officer 
for decision. 

Mr. TOMLINSON said that these anpli- 
cations were referred to the regional 
licensing officer so that he might give a 
decision on his (the speaker’s) behalf. 
The certificate from the local authority 
was the means by which their advice was 
obtained before the decision was given. 

Mr. ANTHONY NourttinG asked the Minis- 
ter of Works how many applications for 
Class B release for the building trade had 
been sponsored by his department up to 
June 1, and how many such applications 
had been rejected up to that date. 

MR. TOMLINSON said that up to June 1, 
1946, recommendations for release of indi- 
vidual specialists under Class B were 
made in 4,387 cases and of these 509 were 
rejected. 


Repair of War-Damaged Houses. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of 
Health what was the limit to the amount 
that might be expended on repairing a 


war-damaged house. 
Mr. Bevan said that there was no 
general limitation. In each local 


authority district, however, regard was 
had to the amount of outstanding work 
in relation to the supplies of labour and 
material before the local authority deter- 
mined the extent of work to be carried 
out to war-damaged houses. 


THE BUILDER 


“ THE FIRST LESSONS OF 
STEVENAGE ”’ 
MR. CHARLES DALTON’S LECTURE TO 
T.. AND C.P.A. 


SPEAKING at a lunch-time meeting of the 
Town and Country Planning Association 
on ‘‘ The First Lessons of Stevenage,’’ on 
June 13, Mr. Cartes Dauton said that 
the most dangerous opponents of the New 
Town are the season ticket holders who 
lived on the site. ‘‘ These Jacobins of the 
8.15,’’ he added, ‘‘ are a favoured minority 
who can work in a great city and then 
escape to rural delights in the country. I 
wonder if they reflect on the millions in 
London alone to whom such escape is im- 
possible, who return to houses as dingy as 
and less hygienic than their factories? 
The dormitory population helped to manu- 
facture most of the fuss at Stevenage, and 
I have no doubt they will spring into 
activity with all the other places.’’ 

The 9 need when planning to enlarge 
a smal] town like Stevenage was to have 
good public relations with the existing 
residents of the town, especially with those 
who had lived and worked there all their 
lives. It was not wise to have too much 
officialdom which they would naturally dis- 
trust. They were there first and should 
be approached in a friendly way. It 
should be possible to persuade all the 
people affected that they were taking part 
in a great adventure. e planners them- 
selves should take warning from what 
happened at Stevenage. They were apt to 
get rather self-satisfied and forgot that 
human nature would not always conform 
to their rules. 

The lecturer felt that one way to achieve 
this unity of purpose was to take good 
planning films to the town concerned and 
show them in all the cinemas and halls 
available. Let the people see films like 
‘*The City”? and ‘Land of Promise,” 
and, of course, films should be made 
specially. Amother way was to win the 
co-operation of the local Press. At 
Stevenage, for example, there was no local 
newspaper and the people had had no 
objective report of what was to happen

from their own paper. The great advan- 
tages that, an. extension to uw town like 
Stevenage could bring should also be 
stressed. The children would have a much 
better charce. There would be better 
schools and other facilities. They would 
be healthier and happier than in the con- 
ested area of a big town. Stevenage itself 
had been worrying for years about the 
out-of-date school buildings which existed 
there. 

Mr. Datron concluded his talk .by say- 
ing : ‘‘ Edo hope that the Stevenage plan 
goes forward and that the mistakes already 
made will be corrected. One thing I do 
implore ig that the gentlemen at 52, St. 
James’s-square should realise that you 
cannot do social or physical planning from 
a remote distance. The best architecture 
and town planning grows from the site. 
In social planning you must live among 
people and not away from them if you 
want to find out what they need. I do 
hope that very quickly the Minister will 
set up some sort of Public Relations 
Bureau in Stevenage to tell the people, on 
the spot, how they will become part of a 
new plan.” 


MATERIALS FOR SMALL 


REPAIRS 


FIVE PER CENT. MARGIN 


To assist builders and property owners 
to carry out small repairs which, while 
not of a kind qualifying for W.B.A. 
priority, are still of a necessary character, 
a modification has been made to the 
Priority Distribution Scheme for Building 
Materials. Builders’ merchants and 
wholesalers will be able to place priority 
orders with their suppliers for quantities 
5 per cent. in excess of the amounts 
necessary to meet the W.B.A. Priority 
orders they have in hand. This 5 per 
cent. margin will be available to meet 
non-priority requirements for building 
materials and components. his new 
arrangement came into force on June 20. 


INDUSTRIAL PREMISES 


USE OF UNSUITABLE BUILDINGS 


FOLLOWING a Report made by an Inter- 
Departmental Committee on the use of 
unsatisfactory or unsuitable buildings as 
factories, the Government (states M.O.H. 
Circular 130/46) has under consideration 
the steps that might be taken to prevent 
persons using such buildings for factory 
purposes. 

As a first step to avoid fresh cases of 
the use of unsuitable buildings, it is felt 
that it would be an advantage if H.M. 
Factory Inspectorate could be informed 
as early as possible of the proposed use 
of premises for factory purposes. Under 
the Factories Act, 1937, the occupier of 
a facto’ is required to inform the 
District Inspector of Factories of the use 
of premises for factory purposes not later 
than one month from the date of occupa- 
tion. If, however, the Factory Inspector 
could be informed of proposals in 
advance of occupation he might persuade 
the intending occupier, in the case of un- 
suitable premises, not to start work there. 
or in other cases advise him on how to 
adapt the premises to meet statutory 
requirements while avoiding unnecessary 
expense. It is suggested that local 
authorities could help in this matter by 
notifying the District Inspector of 
Factories of any proposals of which 
notice is given under the procedure 
relating to Building Bye-laws and Regu- 
Jations. The Minister of Health hopes 
that local authorities will be ready to 
co-operate in this matter, which has for 
its object the improvement of factory 
arrangements and conditions and which 
will have a beneficial effect on public 
amenities as well as on the factory 
workers themselves. 
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CRAFTSMANSHIP IN 
~ BUILDING 


FIRST CERTIFICATES AWARDED 
UNDER NATIONAL SCHEME 

Tue Government-sponsored Bumpine 
APPRENTICESHIP AND TRAINING CovuNcIL 
{B.A.T.C.) which was established. three 
years ago under the chairmanship of Sir 
Malcolm Trustram Eve, Bt., set up a 
scheme for the registration of building 
trade apprentices serving apprenticeships 
under conditions which meet the minimum 
standards of the Council. The minimum 
standards stipulate that there shall be a 
written agreement of apprenticeship which 
Shall provide :—(1) that the apprentice 
shall be taught his whole craft; (2) that 
the apprenticeship shall be subject to the 
oversight of a Joint Apprenticeship Com- 
mittee of the Industry; and (3) ‘that the 
5 ape shall be released by his em- 
ployer on one day a week or its equivalent 
for regular and compulsory attendance 
during normal working hours at an appro- 
priate technical course. 

The National Joint Councils. for the 
Building Industry in England and Wales 
and in Scotland (covering the traditional 
crafts) responded to the lead of the Build- 
ing Apprenticeship Training Council, and 
established national apprenticeship 
schemes complying with these standards. 

The scheme provides that a certificate 
will be given to successful apprentices 
once the Joint Committee has declared 
that the apprenticeship has been com- 
pleted satisfactorily. The first three of 
these certificates are now to be granted 
to :—L. 8. Coventry, 5, Sefton Street, 
Litherland, Liverpool; R. Jones, 82, 
Victoria Road, New Brighton, Cheshire ; 
K. J. Brown, 27, Kimberley Crescent, 
Fishponds, Bristol. 

They are to be congratulated on their 
success and on becoming the first of many 
craftsmen who in the future will have the 
certified proof that they entered the in- 
dustry and were trained for their craft 
in accordance with the new conditions 
established by the Industry and the 
Building Apprenticeship and Training 
Council. 

The Registration scheme will greatly 
benefit the industry by encouraging sound 
apprenticeship and thereby raising the 
standard of craftsmanship in the building 
industry. From now on it is expected 
that there will be a steady stream of well- 
trained apprentices passing on into the 
ranks of craftsmen. 


LOCAL LOANS FUND 


RATES OF INTEREST 

THe Lords Commissioners of the Trea- 
sury have now directed that the following 
rates of interest shall apply to all loans 
advanced to local authorities, as defined 
in Section 10 of the Local Authorities 
Loans Act, 1945, from the Local Loans 
Fund on and after June 1, 1946 :— 

Loans for not more than five years, I} 

per cent. 

Loans for more than five years, but not 

more than 15 years; 2 per cent. 

Loans for more than 15 years, 2) per 

cent. 

By virtue of Section 92 (2) of the Hous- 
ing Act, 1935, the rate of interest on ad- 
vances made by local authorities under 
the provisions of the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Acts is fixed at a rate } per 
cent. in excess of the rate of interest 
which, one month before the date on 
which the terms of the loan or advance are 
settled, was the rate fixed by the Treasury 
in respect of loans from the Local Loans 
Fund to local authorities for housing pur- 
poses.

COMPULSORY ACQUISITION 
OF LAND BY LOCAL 


AUTHORITIES 
BY W. T. CRESWELL, K.C. 

On April 18, 1946, the Acquisition of 
Lend (Authorisation Procedure) Bill, hav- 
ing received the Royal Assent, came into 
force. And now the Ministry of Health 
has issued to all concerned Circular 104/46, 
and this is accompanied by a memorandum 
on the provisions of the Act and the new 
codes of procedure for the compulsory 
acquisition of land by local authorities. 

Furthermore, the Minister, in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Act, 
has. made the Compulsory Purchase of 
Land Regulations, 1 (S.R. & O., 1946, 
No. 573). - This last gives in complete 
detail the forms to be used in connection 
with the new Compulsory Purchase Order 
procedure,,and generally. how they are to 
be filled in and settled. They supersede, 
so far as local authorities are concerned, 
certain forms prescribed for various pur- 
poses by existing regulations, and instances 
are given of these purposes. 

The Minister points out that the new 
Act has two main objects: (1) To replace 
in a permanent form the temporary powers 
in Section 2 of the Public Works Facilities 
Act, 1930, of which local authorities have 
made wide use, at the same time making 
this a uniform code replacing and embody- 
ing the best features of other existing codes 
for authorising the compulsory purchase 
of land by means of a Compulsory Purchase 
Order; (2) To provide for a limited period 
an even speedier method (subject to cer- 
tain safeguards) which can be used when 
it is urgently necessary in the public 
interest to obtain possession of land essen- 
tial for some public purpose. 

It should be noted that the Act confers 
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no powers of compulsory..purchase for 
purposes for which local authorities do not 
already possess such powers but removes 
a number of limitations in procedure on the 
acquisition of certain types of land. But 
the new prescribed form of Compulsory 
Purchase Order does not, as is usual in the 
case of acquiring land ram: reggie incor- 
porate the Lands Clauses Acts. ey are 
incorporated in the Act itself. 

Compensation is based on the provisions 
set out in Part II (and more particularly 
Section 57) of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1944. 

Section 57 lays down as a rule that the 
assessment of compensation, as respects 
specified circumstances occurring within 
the period of: five years’ from the ‘com- 
mencement of the Act of 1944 (i.e., 
November 17, 1944) shall be ascertained by 
reference to prices current at March 31, 
1944 


A HANDBOOK OF 
WOODCUTTING 


EconomicaL production from wood- 
cutting machinery depends on maintain- 
ing the maximum output, in conjunction 
with the required quality of finish, at a 
reasonable cost, and it had become 
increasingly evident from the numerous 
requests for assistance in sawmilling and 
woodcutting problems received by the 
Forest Products Research Laboratory 
that a handbook on correct technique 
was urgently needed. Adequate informa- 
tion on the many factors involved in saw- 
ing and machining wood has not hitherto 
been available in published form, and a 
recently issued publication® is intended 
to meet this need by providing a handy 
reference, with a scientific background. 
The handbook has been written by Mr. 
P. Harris, B.Sc., A.M.I.Mech.E., the 
officer-in-charge of the Woodworking 
Section of the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory. With the exception of cer- 
tain simple formule, the mathematical 
aspects of the subject have been omitted, 
as it is hoped to deal with them in a 
separate work. The handbook contains 
detailed information and recommenda- 
tions relating to the various forms of 
sawing and to planing, moulding, tenoning, 
mortising, boring and turning operations. 
Diagrams with appropriate data, together 
with tables relating to tooth pitch, gauges 
and spindle speeds, are included. 


THE WRONG ‘“ CHOSEN 


INSTRUMENT ”’ 
SIR HAROLD WEBBE ON LOCAL 
AUTHORITY BUILDING 

Sreakinc at a luncheon in his honour 
given by the London Master Builders’ 
Association’s Central No. 1 Area, Sir 
Harold Webbe, M.P., criticised the 
Government’s decision to make local 
authorities their ‘‘ chosen instrument ”’ on 
the ground that it was putting far too big 
a strain on them. 

“‘T am convinced,” said Sir Harold, 
“ that before they are through they will be 
obliged to give much greater latitude to the 
building industry to get on with its own 
job in its own way. There has to be some 
control over materials to be used on prior- 
ity jobs. With that we all agree, but if 
certain existing controls were relaxed I 
believe you would get far quicker results.’ 

In London the Government should pro- 
duce a plan in which the large houses could 
be converted into smaller flats which would 
accommodate the type of person which 
needed accommodation. 

Mr. C. E. B. Head, Chairman of the 
Area, presided.

A request that every consideration be 
given to the establishment of a Reader- 
ship or Lectureship in timber con- 
struction at Cambridge University 
was made by Mr. Bryan Latham, Presi- 
dent of the Timber Trade Federation of 
the United Kingdom, at the annual 
general meeting of the Timber Develop- 
ment Association, Lid., held on Tuesday, 
June 4. He urged that the matter be 
viewed from a national as well as a 
trade basis. Mr. Percy B. Meyer, deputy 
chairman of the Association, moving the 
adoption of the annual report, spoke of 
the research work of the Association, 
which was to be largely increased in the 
near future.

The leaflet will be most useful to 
architects and builders as being a 
elear interpretation of this Economy 
Memorandum, ‘ 
Gas or Electric Cookers. 

Priority Distribution Notes, No. 2 
(Supplement to Ministry of Health 


Circular 76/46) state that gas and elec- 
tric cookers are not in the list of goods 
covered by the general building materials 
priority scheme, but are supplied under 
“ blanket orders” placed by the Ministry 
of Supply, details of which were given.in 
earlier supplements to. Circular 76/46. 
Arrangements have mow been made with 
the manufacturers and distributors, and 
are. now operative, to ensure that priority 
for the supply of these articles, and gas 
and electric meters, is accorded to new 
housing accommodation, including 
accommodation brought into occupation 
asa result of conversions and war damage 
repairs, and to existing dwellings which 
possess no other means of cooking or 
meters.. No form of priority certificate 
(as in the W.B,A. Scheme) is required 
and it will only be neces8ary for the 
housing authority, or building contractor 
acting on its behalf, when placing orders 
with the supply undertaking or manufac- 
turer, to give details of the particular 
project, specifying the class of accommo- 
dation for which the articles are required.

N the churchyard there is a well, fed by a spring that is said to have sprung miraculously from 
the grave of Withburga, daughter of a king of East Anglia, after her body had been stolen 
by the Abbot and monks of Ely in the tenth century. There are many wells, still used for 
human needs, that are liable to contamination from nearby graveyards, and even when there 
are no such obvious sources of pollution it is a good thing to make sure that only water which is 
purified by deep earth filtration can enter a well. This is done by rendering the porous brick or 
stone “steining” with cement mortar made completely impervious by the addition of
